SAVED INGEKSOLL'S LIl'B. 
Washington Post: Robert G. Inger- 


soll, when in Washmgtou some years 
ago, sought out Hon. N. N. Cox of 
Tennessee, and expressed his gratitude 
for the preservation of his lifa by that 
gentleman thirty odd years before. 
It 


i» quite an interesting story, a thrill- 
ing episode of the great -war between 
the states. 


One 
morning, in the 
winter of 


:8G2-63, General Forrest had ordered 
Major Cox to take 250 rneu and go to 
Trenton, Tenn., "to see what he could 
find there." There had been a rain tho 
day before, followed by a severe frost 
The roads were in wretched condition' 
and Cox made rather slow progress in 
uib journey of 15 miles. 
When he had 


gone about half the distance he met a 
countryman who had just come from 
Irentou. Cox at once discovered that 
he was a southern man, and placed 
implicit reliance ou what he said- 
The countryman represented to him 
that there was a full regiment of 
federal infantry m the stockade around 
the railroad depot, and that they could 
whip a thousand men. 


Cox sent au orderly back to Forrest 


with a note explaining the sitnation, 
and proceeded slowly on his march to 
Trenton. When about a mile from 
town he heard a great clatter of horses' 
hoofs behind, and up rode Forrest like 
a tbnnderbplt at the head of 60 men. 
"I'll 
show yon how to take this 


damned town," he roared, and so they 
bolted into Trenton at a Gilpen pace, 
and yelling like mad. They charged 
in front and were repulsed. Forrest 
then made a flank movement, charged 
sgain, and the 
federal commander 


surrendered. Forrest; Oox and half a 
dozen other confederates entered the 
stockade, and the federal soldiers pro- 
ceeded to ground their arms. They 
were sullen about it, and let go their 
guns with much reluctance. They felt 
that it was a most unnecessary sur- 
render, and that honor, too, had been 
sacrificed. 
It cams into Forrest's 


mind that they might renew the fight 
and take him prisoner. Turning to 
Cox, he said: 


"Major Cox, order General Buford 


to march into town with his division. " 


Cox knew that Bnford was 15 miles 


away, but he saluted and started to 
execute the order. 
The federals were 


bluffed, and in a very few minutes 
they were without arms. 


Among 
the prisoners 
Cox found 


Eobert G. Ingersoll. He walked up to 
him and said: "Are you not that 
Yankee colonel we captured the day 
before yesterday? ' 


"I am," was the reply. 
"What are you doing here?" said 


Cox. 


"I came here to take the train for 


the north to await my exchange." 


"Great God!" said Cox, "if Forrest 


finds you in here with hia parole in 
your pooket he will stand yon up and 
order a squad out and shoot you fall 
of holes.'' 


'' I can't help that,'' answered Inger- 


soil, "The faots are as I told you," 


Cox said that he believed him, and 


would smuggle him through, and so 
he did. Forrest never knew it. Cox 
• lid it -would have been just like 
Forrest to have Ingersoll shot and in- 
vestigate afterward. 


A good story is told of how Inger- 


sol's wit saved his lite when he was 
first captured. A great big rebel had 
a 
double-barreled shotgun 
leveled 


upon him at less than 10 paces. Inger- 
soll threw up his hand and exclaimed: 
"Don't shoot, my friend, don't shoot; 
I have been anxious to recognize the 
independence of yonr confederacy for 
the last half an hour I" 


The rabel threw up his gun and ex- 


ploded in langhter. 
Ingersoll sur- 


rendered to him, and he was known 
Sa Forrest's command as' • that' Yankee 
colonel whose wit saved his life."

thus describe^ certain madcap pranks 
of a tornado "which passtfd through that 
city on April 27: 


Many strange freaks were played by 


the tornado. In a tree-top was found 
a woman's hair, supposed to have been 
Dlown from her head as she was car- 
ried through its branches, yet no per- 
son was found near it. A human scalp 
waa found three miles from the citj 
liinttu, under a bridge. Notes, letterb 
and papers were blown from the citj 
into Iowa, and found 90 miles away. 
One promissory note of $400 was found 
iu a field near Orinnell, la., nearly 100 
miles away, while clothing1 and papers 
were scattered along the entire dis- 
tanee. 
One woman was decapitated by a tic 


roof, and her child was killed near her. 
Some persons who were outside the ro- 
tating current wera killed or injured by 
flying- timbers, which, like bolts fiotti 
tho catapult of Jove, flew wHh deadly 
force for a great distance, while others 
in the very center of the storm escaped 
fdth little or no injury. 


Perhaps the most remarkable experi- 


ences were those of Miss Moorehouse, 
Mrs. Webster and her son. Ths three 
wero caught up in the storm and were 
carried beyond the Catholic church, 
nearly one-fourth of a mile, and let 
down on the common so g&ntly that 
cone were killed. Mrs. Webster htul 
some slight cuts about the head, her 
son had one arm fractured, but Miss 
Moorehouse was uninjured. 


"I was conscious all the time I was 


fljing through the air," said Miss 
Mooiehouse, "and it seemed a long 
time. I semed to bo lifted up and 
whirled round and round, going to n 
great height, at one time far abo^s 
the church steeples, and seemed to be 
carried a long distance. I prayed to the 
Lord to save me, for I believed He could 
save me, even on the wings of the tor- 
nado; and ite did wonderfully preserve 
my life. As I was going- through the 
o!r, being whirled about at the sport 
of the storm, I saw a horse soaring nnd 
rotating about vvith me. It was a white 
horse and had a harness on. By the 
way it kicked and struggled as it was 
hurled about I know it was alive. I 
prayed God that the horse might not 
come in contact with me, and it did 
not. I was mercifully landed upon the 
earth unharmed, saved by a miracle." 


Young Webster eaj s he saw the horse 


in the air while he was being borne 
along by the storm. "At one time it 
was directly over me, and I was very 
much afraid I would come in contact 
with its flying heels." The horse, it is 
said, was caught up and carried one 
mile through the air, and, according 
to the accounts of reputable witnesses, 
at times wns over 200 feet high, pass- 
ing over a church steeple. Many who 
were not in the storm say that they 
saw horses flying in the wind. Beyond 
being well plastered with mud, the 
vihite horse was uninjured by his aerial 
flight.—Century.

HE LEFT HIM THERE. 


Many persons must be impressed by 
tils time with the large number of 
cases of tetanus that nave been report- 
ed in the newspapers as caused by 
wounds received "on the Fourth of July. 
The fatal results have followed quick- 
ly, as a rule, upon the receipt of the 
wound. For instance, on the 14Ui inst.. 
there had already been reported 25 
death* in New York city, and on the 
15th inst. the newspapers in Philadel- 
phia reported two coroner's inquests 
and three other fatal cases for the pre- 
ceding day. Pittsburgh reported three 
fatal cases on one day (before the 15th). 
Since these da.tes many other cases, have 
been reported, especially ffom the large 
cities; and fatal results may be feared 
in the third and even fourth week. 


As a rnle, tetanus is not fatal in ten 


days after the receipt of the wound, 
although the fact has long been known 
that the earlier the disease appears 
after the injury the more virulent and 
more rapidly fatal it is likely to be. It 
would thus appear that many of the 
Fourth of July cases are instances of 
extreme rirulence. Several deaths. In 
fact, were reported in Philadelphia as 
early as the ^Ith inst., and Boston re- 
ported one death on the 10th. This 
activity of the poison is doubtless due 
to the nature of the wound and (in 
many cases) to the carelessness with 
which it is treated. The wound in the 
rost majority of cases is in the palm 
of the hand or in the fingers, and is 
caused by the obnoxious toy pistol or 
the cannon cracker. It is, therefore, 
either a penetrating or a lacerated 
wound — often both — and thus presents 
the most favorable conditions for inf ec- 
tiob. Moreover, the hand of the victim 
is usually begrimed with dirt— especial- 
ly from the earth. The alarming fdtal- 
Ity from lockjaw should impress upon 
the public the extreme need for radical 
treatment of these wounds — even the 
most insignificant of them. 


Tetanus is an infectious disease, due 


to the action of a microbe — and al- 
though one of the most fatal of diseases 
U probably one of the most easily pre- 
ventable in many cases. The wound 
should be thoroughly cleaned and 
drained, as only a good surgeon and 
physician can do it, and never by ama- 
teurs or according to household meth- 
ods. Cauterization in these cases is a 
pernicious practice, because it mokes: 
» crust over the wound and thus pre- 
vents free drainage. In other words, 
It effectually imprisons the microbes, 
and thus promotes infection. The ba- 
clUoB of tetanus is said to be anaerobic 
—I. *.. it lives without air, or>t least is 
biU«d by tree air. Hence the Jsfcesaity

CroB Tool* Eaten Away by Acid <o 


Preierve Their Prectona

Perhaps the most interesting scheme 


for the recovery of waste sihcr at the 
mint Is that applied to tho utensils of 
the melting gang, says the New Orleans 
Tunes-Democrat. 


The big iron stirring rods, the dip- 


pers, the strainer-; and the ladles tliat 
uome in contact with the molten metal 
are laid aside at intervals and sent 
downstairs. They are covered with 
v> hat looks like brown rust, but is really 
oxidized silver.
